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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: M [T]he separation of adjacent vertebrae during 
the boring process" and the distraction of the vertebrae when boring into the disk space (page 9, lines 3-4, of the Applicant's reply) are 
not positively recited steps of claim 43, so no comment is necessary on this supposed issue. Regarding Michelson '437, the nipple (260) 
is disclosed as being part of the drill end (250) and serves to center said drill end (column 23, lines 1-9). The Applicant apparenly asserts 
that there is no disclosure in Michelson '437 that the nipple (260) is "prevented from movement independent from said boring tool" (claim 
43, last two lines). The nipple (260) moving independently from the drill end (250) would defeat the purpose of assuring "the symmetrical 
resection of bone from the opposed vertebral surfaces" (column 23, lines 7-9). Moreover, with regard to claim langauge pertaining to 
"prevented from independent movement" and the like, "[i]t is applicant's burden to precisely define the invention, and not the [examiner's]" 
(In re Morris, 127 F.3d 1048, 1056, 44 USPQ2d 1023, 1029 (Fed. Cir. 1997)). 
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
